Lots  will  be  sold  in  their  numbered  sequence 
unless  Auctioneer  directs  otherwise. 

6  All  lots  may  carry  a  reserve.  For  purposes  of 
these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale,  a  reserve 
means  a  confidential  price  below  which  the 
Auctioneer  will  not  sell  an  item  or  will  re-pur¬ 
chase  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  or  for  the 
account  of  Goldberg.

In  a  very  real  sense,  this  is  one  of  the  first  U.S.  Pattern 
coins  --  it  was  struck  in  England  in  the  hopes  that  the  maker 
(Obadiah  Westwood)  could  provide  coins  to  America  under 
contract.  The  maker  chose  a  flattering  portrait  of  Washington 
for  the  obverse  and  an  heraldic  eagle  for  the  reverse  (a  stylistic 
modification  of  the  Great  Seal  created  by  Congress  in  1782 
and  adopted  by  the  new  U.S.  government  in  1789).  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  Westwood  didn't  know  with  whom  he  was  dealing  — 
Washington  opposed  having  his  portrait  on  coins,  neither  did 
he  like  the  idea  of  a  contract  coinage.  So,  despite  the  high 
quality  of  the  coins,  they  were  rejected  in  favor  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  sovereign  American  Mint  and  purely  American 
coins.

Breen 
claims  that  these  were  made  in  response  to  news  that  the  U.S. 
Mint  was  failing,  thus  renewing  hopes  for  a  private  contract 
coinage.  However,  the  excessive  weight  of  these  pieces  (300+ 
grains,  compared  to  208  grains  for  a  U.S.  Large  Cent)  did  not 
mesh  with  the  American  coinage  system  in  any  way.

end,  and  allure.  Toned  in  rich,  steel-blue  colors,  with  lilac-gray  intermingled  on  both  sides.  The  underlying  surfaces  are  glossy,  lustrous, 
and  semi-reflective.  Perfectly  centered  on  a  nice,  round,  problem-free  planchet,  minus  the  adjustment  marks  that  are  sometimes  seen  on 
this  issue.  This  is  one  of  the  nicest  examples  available  on  the  market  today  and  one  of  only  a  handful  in  Mint  State.  PCGS  has  graded  60 
1792  Half  Dismes,  with  the  vast  majority  in  circulated  condition;  NGC  has  graded  18  examples,  also  mostly  in  low  grade.  Here's  a  com¬ 
plete  roster  of  the  Mint  State  examples  reported  by  PCGS:  2  in  MS-63,  4  in  MS-64,  1  in  MS-65,  2  in  MS-66,  and  1  in  Specimen-66.  NGC 
reports  1  in  MS-61,  4  in  MS-64,  1  in  MS-67,  and  the  Eliasberg  specimen  is  reported  separately  as  an  MS-63.  These  populations  have 
jumped  in  the  past  year  or  two,  not  because  of  a  glut  of  new  specimens,  but  because  of  resubmissions  or  attempted  crossovers  of  the  same 
coin.  For  its  part,  this  is  a  new  example,  as  the  consignor  tells  us  that  it  has  been  off  the  market  since  the  mid-1980's  —  before  the  advent  of 
the  grading  services. 

The  1792  Half  Disme  is  listed  as  Judd-7  in  the  "Pattern  Coins"  reference.  However,  the  assumptions  underlying  this  attribution  are  incor¬ 
rect.  In  fact,  the  1792  Half  Disme  was  a  legal  issue,  authorized  by  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  struck  by  government  officials  using 
machinery  purchased  specifically  for  the  new  Mint,  they  were  struck  in  a  quantity  wholly  inappropriate  for  a  Pattern,  and  they  were 
intended  for  circulation,  not  as  a  test  for  an  intended  coinage.  The  high  ratio  of  circulated  to  Uncirculated  examples  confirms  all  of  the 
above. 

President  George  Washington  referred  to  the  1792  Half  Dismes  in  his  fourth  annual  address  to  Congress  on  November  6,  1792:  "There  has 
been  a  small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  Half  Dismes;  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  attention  to  them."  The  coins 
Washington  referred  to  had  been  struck  early  in  the  year  —  on  July  13,  1792,  Thomas  Jefferson  recorded  in  his  personal  household  diary: 
"rec'd  from  the  mint  1500  half  dimes  of  the  new  coinage."  In  1844,  Dr.  Jonas  McClintock  related  some  hearsay  evidence  from  Adam  Eck- 
feldt,  long-time  employee  of  the  Mint  from  its  inception:  "In  conversation  with  Mr.  Adam  Eckfeldt  today  at  the  Mint,  he  informed  me  that 
the  Half  Dismes  above  described  were  struck  at  the  request  of  Gen.  Washington  to  the  extent  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  which  sum  he  depos¬ 
ited  in  Bullion  or  specie  for  the  purpose  —  Mr.  E.  thinks  that  Gen.  W.  distributed  them  as  presents  —  some  were  sent  to  Europe  but  the 
greater  number  of  them,  he  believes,  were  given  to  acquaintances  in  Virginia  —  No  more  of  them  were  coined  except  those  for  Gen.  W.  — 
they  were  never  designed  as  Currency  —  the  Mint  was  not  at  the  time  fully  ready  for  going  into  operation  -  the  coining  Machinery  was  in 
the  cellar  of  Mr.  Harper's,  saw  maker  at  the  Comer  of  Cherry  and  6th  Street,  at  which  place  these  pieces  were  struck 

Thus,  while  not  a  Pattern  issue,  the  1792  Half  Dismes  were  clearly  quasi-official.  Perhaps  we  need  a  new  category  for  U.S.  coins:  "Coins 
made  as  a  favor  for  George  Washington"! 

Regarding  the  mintage:  if  Eckfeldt's  remembrance  was  correct,  the  total  mintage  of  the  1792  Half  Dismes  is  2,000  (George  Washington's 
$100  deposit  divided  by  the  $.05  face  value  of  the  Half  Dismes).  Certainly,  Jefferson's  diary  entry  sets  a  minimum  mintage  of  1,500  coins, 
but  what  happened  to  the  additional  500  coins?  It  could  be  that  no  more  than  1,500  were  struck,  or  that  1,500  were  given  to  Jefferson  and 
the  remaining  pieces  were  given  to  Washington  to  give  out  as  presents  (as  mentioned  above).  It  Jefferson  received  the  1,500  coins,  was 
Washington  reimbursed  for  his  deposit  of  silver  ($100  was  a  large  sum  of  money  at  a  time  when  laborers  received  only  $1  a  day)? 

Despite  the  unanswered  questions  and  speculations  concerning  the  1792  Half  Dismes,  we  have  the  coins  themselves.  Toady,  they  are 
among  the  most  famous,  historic,  and  desirable  of  all  U.S.  coins.  We  see  and  handle  many  great  American  rarities,  but  it  is  with  pride  and 
humility  that  we  offer  this  remarkable  coin  to  our  bidding  audience.  Color  photo.

The  "almost  there"  in  our  title  refers  to  the  center 
bands  on  the  reverse,  which  are  as  close  to  being  Fully 
Split  as  bands  can  be  (oh  , what  just  a  little  more  separation 
would  do  to  the  price  of  this  coin)!  Nevertheless,  we  must 
not  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  this  piece.  It  is  the  only 
MS-66  example  certified  by  PCGS  and  none  have  been 
graded  finer.  Even  in  MS-66  FB,  PCGS  reports  only  6 
examples,  with  none  finer.  Considering  that  a  1919-D 
Dime  recently  sold  for  $212,500  at  auction,  we  wonder 
what  this  example  is  now  worth.

In  1 796  when  the  heraldic  eagle  design  was  copied  loosely  from  the 
Great  Seal,  engraver  Robert  Scot  made  the  "mistake"  of  placing  the  warlike  arrows  in  the  eagle's  right,  or  dexter  claw  (the  place  of  honor), 
while  relegating  the  olive  branch  of  peace  to  the  sinister,  or  left  claw.  Perhaps  this  was  intentional  by  Scot,  or  maybe  he  didn't  know  any 
better.  Another  possibility,  is  that  Robert  Scot  may  have  used  the  eagle  carving  inside  the  Senate  meeting  room  and  the  Philadelphia  State 
House  as  his  model  to  design  the  heraldic  eagle  coinage.  It  is  further  apparent  that  no  one  changed  the  placement  of  the  arrows  and  olive 
branch,  as  coinage  so  arranged  continued  for  eleven  years  until  the  John  Reich  designs  were  phased  in,  which  reversed  the  position  of  the 
arrows  and  olive  branch  in  the  claws  to  the  position  of  peace  over  war.  Subsequent  designs  came  and  went,  some  with  more  of  a  preference 
for  war  than  peace,  such  as  the  Mercury  Dime  which  portrays  a  large  fasces  of  rods  and  axes,  while  the  olive  branch  is  relegated  to  an 
almost  unrecognizable  position  in  a  low  supporting  role  for  the  military  hardware.  Never  had  a  circulating  coin  been  designed  for  peace. 

A  proposal  was  made  shortly  after  the  Treaty  of  Versailles,  which  formally  ended  World  War  I,  by  Farran  Zerbe  at  the  ANA  Convention  in 
Chicago  of  1920.  Zerbe  proposed  that  a  new  half  dollar,  or  should  silver  dollar  coinage  be  resumed  a  new  silver  dollar  instead.  The  ANA's 
enthusiasm  was  so  great  that  a  committee  was  formed  to  submit  a  bill  to  Congress.  On  May  9,  1921  Morgan  Dollar  coinage  resumed,  on 
that  same  day  a  bill  was  submitted  proposing  a  new  "Peace"  design.  The  bill  languished  while  Congress  adjourned  because  of  a  single 
objection  and  ensuing  debate.  Later,  it  was  discovered  that  approval  of  the  Peace  dollar  did  not  need  Congressional  blessing,  as  the  Morgan 
design  had  been  current  well  over  its  statutory  25  year  tenure.  Thus,  the  Federal  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  announced  a  design  competition 
on  November  23,  1921  and  invited  eight  of  the  nations  leading  sculptors  to  submit  models.  The  winner  was  Anthony  de  Francisci,  who 
submitted  a  lovely  rendering  of  his  wife  as  Ms.  Liberty  wearing  a  radiant  crown  similar  to  several  Roman  coins,  and  the  reverse  with  an 
eagle  breaking  a  sword,  for  disarmament  (Isaiah  2:4).  The  design  was  publicized  on  December  19,  1921,  the  same  day  Congress  approved 
his  models,  only  to  meet  with  howls  of  raging  protest  from  officials.  Somehow,  the  powers  that  be  insisted  the  breaking  of  the  sword 
implied  defeat,  not  peace  or  victory!  Due  to  these  objections.  Mint  Engraver  George  Morgan  altered  Francisci's  reverse  design,  remodeled 
the  eagle,  minus  the  sword  and  arrows  but  with  the  olive  branch  of  peace,  placed  the  eagle  on  a  mountain  peak  inscribed  PEACE.  Hastily 
approved,  Morgan's  changed  were  even  more  hastily  rendered  into  working  hubs  and  dies  in  high  relief,  and  1,006,473  were  struck  Decem¬ 
ber  26  to  31,  1921.  A  messenger  delivered  one  to  President  Harding  on  January  3,  others  the  same  day  to  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  and 
Director  of  the  Mint.  These  coins  were  probably  the  matte  or  satin  finish  proofs. 

It  is  likely  that  the  approval  for  coinage  was  based  on  these  lovely  proof  issues,  and  not  from  production  coinage.  Soon  the  Mint  found  that 
the  high  relief  coins  of  1921  were  causing  unexpected  die  breakage  and  were  weak  at  the  centers,  as  the  Mint  turned  down  the  striking 
pressure  to  extend  die  life.  Morgan,  who  was  upset  that  his  design  had  been  superseded,  lowered  the  relief  on  the  electroplate  model  by 
pounding  it  down  with  a  board  and  hammer!  Thus,  the  high  relief  coins  were  once  again  (like  the  1907  double  eagles)  greatly  reduced  in 
relief,  allowing  dies  to  last  longer,  and  striking  pressure  to  be  greatly  reduced.  The  sad  result  is  the  uninspiring  low  relief  coins  which  are 
greatly  diminished  from  the  original  concept  designs  of  the  artist.  These  proof  pieces  stand  as  the  only  remnants  of  the  glorious  de  Fran¬ 
cisci  design.  All  are  extremely  rare  and  desirable,  and  all  collectors  would  do  themselves  a  favor  to  study  each  of  these  coins  to  view  these 
historic  rarities  offered  individually. 

The  example  offered  here  boasts  superb  surfaces  throughout.  The  fine  matte  powder  used  gives  the  coin  an  even  silvery  gray  color,  with 
the  periphery  showing  slight  toning  at  the  extreme  edge.  Sharply  impressed  by  the  dies,  with  outstanding  device  detail  over  Liberty's  ear 
and  on  the  reverse  eagle  high  points.  Breen  notes  that  6-8  are  known,  one  is  located  at  the  Smithsonian,  another  at  the  ANS,  making  very 
few  available  for  collectors.  We're  not  sure  if  this  is  the  Col.  Green  coin,  Lester  Merkin,  6/71  or  the  former  Kagin  example.  Naturally,  this 
coin  carries  its  own  credentials.  NGC  notes  this  coin  alone  in  its  grade  category,  with  another  graded  Proof  62  below.  PCGS  has  not  graded 
any  1921  Peace  dollars  in  proof.

This 
coin  was  from  Lot  #3933  in  the  Norweb  Sale.  Although  4 
are  reported  in  the  NGC  census,  there  may  be  one  reported 
twice,  this  coin  is  listed  under  "Norweb/Lee"  (one  of  2 
graded  Proof  63  and  this  coin  as  65),  then  below  as  "Matte 
Low  Relief'  as  Proof  65,  since  this  is  one  of  two  Norweb 
coins  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  someone  sent  it  back 
for  a  possible  upgrade,  keeping  the  known  population  at  3 
coins.  Milky  white  in  color,  and  an  outstanding  gem  in 
every  way.  Free  of  toning  and  a  beautiful  example  in  every 
respect. 

This  is  the  key  to  the  set  of  Matte  and  Satin  Finish  Proof 
Peace  Dollars.  This  coin  is  not  reported  in  the  Breen  Proof 
Encyclopedia  or  in  his  primary  United  States  coin  ency¬ 
clopedia.  It  is  one  of  two  believed  made  for  Ambrose 
Swasey,  a  member  of  the  Assay  Commission,  and  the  only 
coin  so  graded  as  a  matte  proof  with  the  production  style 
lower  relief  used  for  1922  and  later  Peace  Dollars.  To  have 
a  complete  set  of  proofs,  the  1922  low  relief  matte  proof 
must  be  obtained!

The  new  Judd  "Pattern  Coins"  book  (edited  by  Q.  David  Bowers)  had  to  reach  all  the  way  back  to  1987,  w'hen  Rar- 
coa  sold  a  PR-65  example  for  $9,350.  The  Pattern  Coins  website  (a  wonderful  resource  for  pattern  collectors  at  www.uspattems.com)  cites 
the  Joseph  Mitchelson  coin  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  and  the  Farouk  coin  as  two  examples  known  to  them.  Assuming  no  duplica¬ 
tion,  the  maximum  population  is  four  specimens;  with  duplication,  the  number  drops.  Regardless  of  the  number  of  known  specimens,  the 
important  word  here  is  "opportunity":  this  is  the  first  chance  to  purchase  this  Judd  number  that  collectors  have  had  since  1987!  Color 
photo.

Stellas  are  "international"  not  in  their  conformity  to  other 
world  gold  coins,  but  in  the  fact  that  they  state  their 
weight  and  the  relative  proportions  of  gold  and  silver  on 
their  face.  Presumably,  gold  was  appreciated  more  world¬ 
wide  in  1879  than  were  U.S.  baknotes,  thus  it  was  easier 
to  determine  the  value  of  6  grams  of  pure  gold  than  it  was 
to  convert  $4  in  bills  based  on  some  market-  or  govern¬ 
ment-imposed  rate.  Regardless  of  intent,  the  Stella  experi¬ 
ment  failed  and  was  abandoned.

Because  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  was  a  governmental,  not-for-profit  insti¬ 
tution,  they  had  no  incentive  to  cheat  on  the  coins  by  reducing  their  weights  and  gold  content.  Thus,  the  desired  effect  of  driving  the  bad 
money  out  of  circulation  was  achieved  and,  until  the  San  Francisco  Mint  could  begin  operations,  these  well-made  coins  became  the  money 
of  choice  in  California!

Well  centered 
and  with  pleasing  surfaces;  a  small  obverse  edge  dent  at  1  o'clock  serves  as  identification.  This  is  a  very  rare  variety  with  fewer  than  20 
auction  records  recorded  in  nearly  75  years.

Between  1852  and  1 857,  the  S.S.  Central  America  was  responsible  for  transporting  approximately  one  third  of  the  gold  found  during  the 
California  Gold  Rush,  amounting  to  an  estimated  $150  million.  This  bar  was  part  of  the  ship's  three-ton  gold  cargo  that  left  Panama,  en 
route  for  New  York,  on  September  3,  1857,  and  was  lost  on  September  1 1,  1857,  when  the  ship  sank  during  a  hurricane  off  Cape  Hatteras, 
North  Carolina. 

With  the  loss  of  the  gold  cargo.  New  York  banks  began  to  fail  and  businesses  closed,  causing  a  financial  crisis,  not  only  in  the  United 
States,  but  also  in  Europe.  It  was  called  "The  Panic  of  1857. 

Kellogg  &  Humbert  were  government-supervised  assayers  in  San  Francisco,  but  until  the  recovery  of  the  wreck  of  the  S.S.  Central  Amer¬ 
ica  in  the  1980s,  no  bars  by  these  important  California  Gold  Rush  participants  were  known. 

The  value  of  this  bar  at  the  time  of  its  issue  would  have  purchased  many  city  blocks  in  downtown  Los  Angeles.  It  will  be  the  centerpiece 
and  the  conversation  piece  of  your  gold  collection.

As  noted  in  the  Bowers'  publication,  A  California  Gold  Rush  History,  the  Kellogg  &  Humbert  bars  are  among  the  most  numerous  of  the 
bars  recovered  from  the  wreck;  however,  because  Kellogg  &  Humbert  were  such  important  participants  in  the  California  Gold  Rush  his¬ 
tory,  many  coins  being  known  from  their  partnership,  it  is  these  bars  that  best  represent  the  California  Gold  Rush  era.  These  bars  were 
unknown  until  the  wreck  was  recovered  in  the  1980s  and  made  available  to  collectors  in  the  year  2000. 

The  bar  is  accompanied  by  the  special  leather  edition  of  Q.  David  Bowers'  A  California  Gold  Rush  History,  where  this  bar  is  shown  and 
listed.  The  new  owner  will  undoubtedly  spend  many  hours  discussing  the  epic  tales  of  the  discovery  of  gold  in  California  and  the  tragedy 
of  the  loss  of  life  on  the  Central  America  wreck.

The  medal  appears  to  be 
more  of  a  commentary  on  the  expropriation  by  colonists  of 
Indian  lands  than  a  tribute  to  Washington.  In  fact  the  engraver 
chose  armor  to  depict  Washington  as  a  warrior.  Eccleston,  an 
eccentric  Quaker,  had  a  lifelong  interest  in  aboriginal  rights..."
